About 290,000 persons have 
eshausted their unemployment benefit right, but will be re-entitled 
to draw benefit for a further sixteen weeks from November 2. This 
should materi-ly relieve the position. 

_ The committee examined various proposals in regard to 
methods of financially assisting local authorities in districts where 
unemployment is particularly severe who are prepared to undertake 
relief schemes upon gencin2 work of pudiic utility.

Thoughts on the Wo Ping 
Murder Trial. 


(Contributed). 


The judge's summing-up and 
the jury's verdict in the Wo Pigg 
tourder trial should, if that be 
necessary to-das, finally establi-h 
io the minds of the Chinese, 
complete trust in British justice. 
Bo be millionaire or caolie, be his 
race and colour what it may, the 
prisoner at the bar of a British 
court is assured of justice thatis 
quite punctiliously correct elike 
ia form and in application. Mere 
suspicions, however strong, are 
set aside, the slightest doubt as 
tothe valoo of any part of the 
Crown evidence counts rather in 
favour of than against the pri- 
soner His guilt must be clearly 
and definitely established before 
sentence is passed on him. He 
may or may not give evidence 
on hisown behalf as be elects: 
be may explain everything or he 
may decide to explain nothing. 
Bat—and ‘from observations we 
have heard drop from the lips of 
several people this point mast be 
hammered bhome—the cireum- 
s'ance thata prisoner declines to 
enter the box doas not count 
against him. Itis for the Crown 
to prove him guilty not for bim 
to prove his innocence. That 
point wants to be stressed. 

The trial just concluded in- 
duces curious reflections. The 
average murderer works secretly 
antt direct evidence is seldom 
forthcoming. The web has to be 
woren round the ftisoner with 
thread after thread of, cir- 
cumstantfal evidence and: there 
coust be no weaknes-es in it. But 
here wasa muder committed in 
the presence of a great number 
of people, some on the stege and 
many more ic the andience, & 
courdar (it is ssid} committed by 
a man'whostood upand soshould 
have attracted attention: yet, if 
the newspaper’ reporta, neces- 
sarily condeosed, tnay be trusted, 
of really conclusive evidence 
there was little or none to speak 
of. Theevidence of the Crown 
witnesses did not dovetail, part 
into part, as it might bave been 
expected todo since the murder 
was committed openly and public- 
ty. Tho identification evidence 
would not have hanged acat‘and, 
one should suppose, actually told 
in the, prisoner's favour. One 
witoess identified the prisoner, 
otvers identified the wrong man 
and still others identified nobody 
at all. Bot the bara cireamstance 
that the evidence of identification, 
which told in favour of the pri- 
soner. was fully exposed by the 
Attorney-General is surely the 
clearest of proof that no advant- 
aga is taken ofa prisoner at the 
bar of a British court. : 
There was, again, the business 
of the" pink ticket,” which, not 
to pot too fine a point 
upon it, leaves a nasty taste 
in the mouth. The Attorney- 
General, to be sure, had no optior 
in the mattar. Fresh evidence 
was adduced and he bad to put it 
in whether it strengthened ‘or 
weakened his case.

AN EINSTEIN TEST BY 
LIGHT SIGNALS, 


American Scientists To Make 
Experiment. 

American scientists, under the 
auspices of the University of 
Chicago, will shortly undertake 
what it is said will & con 
clusive test of the much debated 
Einstein theory of relativity. 
The test will be made by 
Professor Albert “A. Michelson, 
whose discoveries in ths field of 
light led to the formuiation of the 
theory. 

Professor R. A.\Millikano, of the 
University of Chicago, explains 
in simple language what it is 
purposed to do, . 

“A ecore of years ago,” he says, 
“Professor Michelson painted 
out that if the ether is 
dragged along with the earth at 
its surface is,would have to be 
dragged in a different amount 
oearths Equator than near the 
Pole," because of the fact that the 
motion of rotation of the earth -s 
greater at the Equator than at 
the Pole. 

UNE WAY, OP TESTING. 

“Hence one way of testing 
whether we can datect motion of 
points on the earth's surface with 
respect tothe ether would be to 
send light signals in different 
directions round the earth’s pole 
and see whether the two signals 
came back to the starting point 
at the same insteot. 

“If there were any relative 
motion of the earth with respect 
to the ether, they woult not do 
so. Bu: if the ether in the 
neighbourhood of .all portions of 
the earth had the sams motion 
as the csrth just beneath it, then 
the two signals would come back 
atexactly the same time. ; 

“A littl computation shows 
it should be .just a3 sa’istactory 
to send a beam round a circuit of 
known area in the latitude of 
Chicago as in the latitude of the 
Pole. 

“If the predicted amount of 
this effect is exactly checked 
experimentally, Einstein's theory 
of relativity will receive support. 
Tf on the other hand, there should 
bo found. to be no observable 
difference round the circuit, or 
if the observed difference . does 
not check numerically with the 
computed, then the Einstein 
theory will have been disproved.” 


£4,000,000 a YEAR FOR INDIAN 
TRIBE. 

A New York message saya :— 
By the vale, with the conseat of 
Government, of 39,000 acres of 
Osage Indian. reservation oil 
Isnds. near. Tulsa,’ Oklahoma, 
the tribe have becorre the richest 
community in the world: Oi 
was discovered in abundance re- 
cently, by prospectors, an the 
land allotted to the triba years 
ago by the Government. The 
acreage mentioned has now been 
acquired for a little lezs than 
£1,000,000, plus a bonus of one- 
sixth of the oil produced. There 
are about 2,000 Osage Indians 
surviving, and it isestimated that 
each will réceive an annual in- 
come of £2,000. co

This" message is ob- 
viously incorrect in ono poink 
Thera can be no question of the 
Powars being disposed to consent 
in prinsipla, inasmuch as they 
definitely undertook to consider a 
further. revision two years later 
when they ratified the revised 
tariff in 1919, which brought the 
Customs dues up to an effectiva 
five.per cent. This undertaking 
was given on the ground of tha 
alteration of values which, the 
Chinese Goverament argued, was 
likely to ba brought about by the 
war, the then ravision having 
been ba:ed upon the aversge 
values from 1912 to 1916. But 
there is a distinction between 
considering the ravision of a tariff 
and accepting.it wben considered, 
which it should not be beyond the 
ingenuity of diplomacy to draw; 
and thore is a farther distinction 
which it ne:ds uo diplomat to 
perceive, namely, that it is in no 
sense China which asks for 
revision of tha tariff but only 
Peking, says the W.C.DN. And 
everybody ig agreed as to the 
madness of giving Peking any 
more money to play with un- 
controlled. . 
Tha tariff at presant in force 
is the result of ‘discussions that 
lasted throuzhoat the whole of 
1918. The first six months of 
that year were spant upan tha 
actual details of the tariff; the 
sacond six months in persuading 
Japan to withdraw the objections 
raised by her delegates to every 
provision which they fancied. 
might causa any inconveniencs 
to thaic country’s trade. Even- 
tually on January 2 of 1919 it 
was announced that tha revised 
tariff had been submitted to the 
Powers for ratification and in 
due course it came into force. 
The value of the revision’ to 
Peking is, we believe, -in the 
nsighbourhood of Tis. 3.000.000 
annually. Certainly that is no 
very great sum, from the stand- 
point of States revenges, but it 
isenough, when taken in con- 
jenction with other pickings that 
have come in Pekiog’s ‘way dur- 
ing’ racent years, to. make one 
wonder what has become of it. 
For +xample, there bave ben in- 
creases in Custom revenue inde- 
pentently of increased tariff; 
Boxer Indemnity moneys, cancal- 
led altogether as regards some. 
Powers and suspended from pay- 
ment for five years by others; 
the profit derivable from high 
exchange: and Jatterly,and still 
continuing, several tnillion dol- 
lars filched from the starving 
poople of north China, for whose 
supposed benefit the Diplomatic 
Body had beon.weak.enough to 
assent to the imposition of what 
ware humorously called famine 
gortaxes. Agaiost all this un- 
expected wealth all the practical

afew thousands there from week 
to week to enable it just to carry 
on.

A black prospect awaits the 
lead mining industry, secording 
to a writer in-the Mening Jornal, ° 
if action contemplated by the In- 
ternational Labour Office in Octo- 
ber comes into effect. This action 
is the prohibition in the 
affilisted countries of the 
use of white lead, for the mana- 
facture of which 20 per cent. of 
the world's supply of metallic 
lead is required. “So serious is 
the proposal,” ‘says this writer, 
“that it merits the earnest con- 
sideration not only of all interest- 
ed in the lead mining indastry, 
but also of the State. the user of 
lead in any form, every factory 
and house owner who ever has to-. 
make vse of paint. “The pro- 
posal_is—virtaally—asking—us—-to—— 
close our Emnire mines in favour 
of control of paint prices and - 
lead supplies by foreign countries. 
It is asking us to surrender the 
soarves of supply which gave us 
all our leat during tbe late war; 
in favour of possible hostile, and 
certaialy profiteering. Conti- 
nental countries. [tis asking us 
to sactifice the £20,000,000 of 
capital invested in the Australian 
mines and their appurtenances, 
the livelihood of 350,000 persons 
directly or indirectly dependent 
upon the Empire lead industry 
and onr independence of outside 
sources of supply. Alt this, for- 
sooth, because the International 
Labour Office does not cate togo 
tothe trouble of framing simple 
preventive regulations, which 
would be entirely adequate to the 
prevention of painters, sickness, 
ICH HOUSE STREET. but prefers to take the dramatic 
Frevor Derr. & Arcst. iine.” .
